A boom for Colonel McCormick 
has already taken- substantial 
strides. Editorially endorsed by 
Gerald Smith’s Cross and the Flag, 
and favorably mentioned in Wil- 
liam Griffin’s New York Enquirer, 

McCormick is easily the early lead- 
er amongst the extreme isolation- 
ist fringe. Ed wa rd James Smythe, 
under indictment ” for ’sedition and 
out on bail, is distributing a leaf- 
let for the “Re publi c an Nation alist 
Party,” endorsing McCormick Tor 
President and Senator Wheeler for 
Vice-President in 1944. Although 
Wheeler promptly repudiated 
Smythe’s endorsement, it is signi- 
ficant that his name continues to 
occupy the runner-up position. 

McCormick Coy 

Colonel McCormick, on the other 
hand, maintains a lofty distance 
rom the grubby details of prac- 
tical politics, and has thus far de- 
nied interest in any move on his 
behalf. The Anti-Nazi League, 
however, is now able to produce 
evidence which indicates that the 
Colonel is probably not unaware of 
the opening moves in support of 
his candidacy. 

Rogeo-Fah^rty, author of the 
letter reproduced on another 
page, is no political lightweight, 
having had the endorsement of the 
Chicago Tribune and of Illinois’ 
isolationist Senator, “Curly” Brooks 
as candidate for Mayor of Chicago 
last Spring. Faherty’s letter, with 
enclosures (including a reprint 
from a well-known “confidential” 
news letter issued in Chicago), 
went to every delegate to the Rg^ 
publican . Nati onal Convention of 
1940, and therefore to most of the 
influential Republican leaders 
throughout the country. Anyone 
familiar with the rules of politics 
will realize at once that a strate- 
gist of Faherty’s experience would 
not write such a letter, except after 
planning and consultation.

August news from Washington 
brings radio and motion pictures 
on to the front pages, with the 
questions asked: “How much cau- 
tion is necessary in war time ? How 
closely should we watch the radio 
[Commentator? How much ‘benefit 
of the doubt’ can we give?” 

The best answer is found in our 
enemies’ own plans for the war- 
time use of these media. The 
League therefore takes this occa- 
sion to make public an enemy docu- 
ment of the greatest importance 
which has reposed in our files for j 
some time, and of which copies I 
were earlier made available to the 
proper Federal authorities. 

This document, authored by 
Propaganda Minister Goebbels con- 
siderably before the war began, is 
nothing less than a complete mem- 
orandum of instruction to Nazi 
agents as to how the press, rgcffb 
and motion pictures ^were*" to be 
used for propagandizing America 
and . other rSmrftr-unfriendly to 
the Reich. 

... We believe that publication of 
the following excerpts from Herr 
Goebbels’ plans (English transla- 
tion by our staff) may help Amer- 
icans in evaluating the many con- 
flicting views which have lately 
filled the press: 

It is part of the program of

Kamp’s “Famine” 

Probably the most elaborate as- 
sault is delivered by Joseph P. 
Kamp, whose Constituticri||J; jij E3u- 
cationaL-League ’'ls’^men^ioned in 
the Fedefa^sedition indictments 
still pending in Washington. In his 
expensively-printed pamphlet, 
FAMINE IN AMERICA, Kamp 
predicts not only a famine but food 
rioting in the streets of American 
cities. Mr. Kamp assembles quota- 
tions and fragments from responsi- 
ble and irresponsible sources. Typi- 
cal is the statement attributed to 
Representative., jSjuimer of Illinois, 
whose- Congressional record of op- 
position to all important pre-Pearl 
Harbor preparedness measures is 
unmarred even by an absence. .Miss 
Sumner is quoted as saying, “I 
have been informed by the presi- 
dent of a canning oiganization that 
we may expect food riots in this 
country within the next twelve 
months.” 



Gannett Sees “Crisis” 

Frank Gannett, the well-known 
Rochester “farmer” and politician- 
publisher, joins the parade with a 
telegram sent by mail to leading 
members of Congress declaring 
that “Disaster is now here.” Mr. 
Gannett is trying to organize a 
national convention to consider 
the “food crisis.” The real object 
of his propaganda appears to be 
an attack on subsidies as an incen- 
tive to increased food production. 
Its statements and implications, 
however, go far beyond legitimate 
war-time limits for argument on 
domestic economic questions. 

The relationship between this at- 
tempted “famine” scare and the 
movement for a “soft” peace 
among back - to - business - as - 
usual, Munich-minded publishers 
and politicians, is clearly implied

wherever such an organization does 
not exist, a so-called radio hour. 
For this purpose the central office 
has appropriated special funds. 

“It is understood that this Ger- 
man radio hour should be used for 
purposes of foreign political pro- 
paganda*^ well. But this has to be 
done in a very cautious manner, 
so that one should not violate the 
rules and regulations of the coun- 
tries involved. 

“The official German represent- 
atives (in foreign countries) are to 
be supplied with sufficient material 
for this radio propaganda to be 
used by their confidantes and 
agents. This material would in- 
clude lectui-es, radio plays, original 
manuscripts and records, etc. 

“Very soon there will be ready 
a sample series of lectui-es for such 
radio hours, which have to be 
adapted, of course, to the respec- 
tive circumstances and possibilities 
(of the countries in which they are 
to be heard.) 

“These radio hours are to be or- 
ganized in such a way that they 
are not meant solely for German 
listeners, but have to include of- 
ferings in the language of the 
country and have to consider the ] 
musical, and vocal taste of the na- 
tive population. 

“It should be tried, beyond the 
framework of this German radio 
hour, to supply the owners who ar 
conducting stations with other ma- 
terial. whereby the object of reach- 
ing the native radio listeners would 
he achieved within the framework 
of the general program. (One 
should try, beyond the boundaries 
of the German Radio Hour, to sup- 
ply stations with material, thus 
reaching the native listeners.). . . 

This has been done recent- 
ly, during a stay in Germany of 
Mi^JanJ&elewicz, who is the own- 
er of a group~of* radio stations in 
Argentina. Plenty of very valuable 
ra^eriaPTias been made available 
for transmission, and this method 
Will be followed in regard to other 
important foreign radio author- 
ities. . . . 

“FILM PROPAGANDA 
- “The German film propaganda 
shall also play a much greater role 
than until now in foreign coun- 
tries. For this purpose, it is neces- 
sary that the German Kultur Films 
be made for disposal at low prices, 
and even without cost, if necessary. 
Besides that, several propaganda 
films are now being prepared which 
must under all circumstances be 
shown abroad, even at a sacrifice. 

“As with the radio, so also with 
the film propaganda, tourist and 
kultur propaganda will be a great 
help. As for the radio and the 
films special propaganda is pre- 
pared, so kultur propaganda can 
he printed for tourists. . .” 

The Germans made successful in- 
roads by carrying out these in- 
structions, as was witnessed by 
such films as “Sieg Im Weston” and 
“Krieg Im Westcn.” Their German 
language broadcasts heard over so- 
called “foreign language” stations 
in the United States were emmin- ;

HITLER’S LEGION OF MISTRESSES

Hitler is on the spot — a very hot spot indeed. It is to be expected 
that like any other gangster, he will turn the heat on his confederates 
in other countx-ies. He needs information for his submarine command- 
ci- — his saboteurs must seek new factories to destroy and more lives 
must be taken to balance his defeats. Hitler’s spies must work faster) 
more accurately than ever before. " v 

Unfortunately, the Avex-age Amex-ican does not take espionage’ as 
seriously as do the people of Continental Europe. We cannot conceive 
that the wife of a jovial delicatessen dealer on the corner might be a 
spy, or that the trim little waitress in the i*estaux-ant who sex-ves our 
morning coffee and hovers solicitously over the table might be trained 
to gather scraps of information, as a bird dog is taught to hiring its 
prey to its master-. Nor does it ever occur to a hotel guest that the 
neat, middle-aged maid who brings in the linen and says “Good morn- 
ing” with but the slightest tx - ace of accent might be one of the legion 
of women who has, for years, undergone specialized training in Ger- 
many before being sent to the United States as an espionage agent. 

Espionage, according to this standard, is not what it used to be. 
The romantic era of the beautiful dancer — the Mata Hari counterpart — 
the beguiling courtesan as played by Marthe Eggert, is past for Ger- 
many. The professional spies of today are sober, highly-schooled ex- 
perts in espionage technique, more interested in the weakness of the na- 
tion in which they are working than in its militai*y secrets. 

HITLER VALUES WOMEN AGENTS 

Often heard in Germany, but seldom quoted abroad, is Adolf Hit- 
ler’s affectionate reference to the hundi-eds of women [agents working 
day and night around the world in the interest oT^Se^Third Reich: “My 
Legion of Mistresses,” says Adolf, “is more valuable to me than a 
Panzer Division.” Hitler knows whereof he speaks. 

There are numerous institutions in Germany where this Legion of 
Mistresses has been trained. Berlin, Dessau, Altona, Nurenbui-g, Munich, 
and even Budapest boast their spy schools, but it is from Schwanebeck, 
near Berlin, that the least atti-active, most i-esoux-ceful, intelligent and 
cunning agents are turned out. Schwanebeck is the hush-hush school of 
espionage, conducted by Martin Bormann and Theodore Hgibichi, but 
conceived by Frau Gertrude Sgholtz^Kltnkrwho is the Reich’s Women’s 
Leader. She controls’ tlxehf e of every woman in Nazi Germany and 
many of those in Nazi-occupied countries. 

FAREWELL TO GLAMOUR 

It was Frau Klink who contrived a new twist to the spy l-acket. 
In her sharp, fox-like mind there was no longer place in espionage for 
the obvious glamour gii-1 — the easily spotted ‘woman of mystery’, and 
so she conceived the idea of camouflaging the woman spy by selecting 
only the ordinary, commonplace, everyday woman who would go un- 
noticed in the territory to which she is assigned. 

And so the Schwanebeck graduates became the commander’s of 
Hitler’s Legion of Mistresses, but not before they undei*went the strict- 
est scrutiny and investigation. Frau Klink’s Frauenschaft elite corps 
toured all chapters of the League for German Girls to which all fe- 
male minors must belong. From this corps the most promising girls 
were picked, then tested for aptitude and fidelity to the Reich. As 
these girls had been under the Nazis’ rules and x-egimentation since 
they were infants, naturally their devotion to Hitler was nothing 
short of fanatical. 

The future elite spies of Schwanebeck led an unx-omantic life of 
self-effacement and hard work. The most talented girls were tx-ained 
fox- special work and made to study histox-y, race biology, mass psy- 



chology, strike tactics, espionage methods, character and customs of 
enemy nations. They studied languages with foreigners who worked 
for the Nazis. If they were being trained for the United States they, 
learned to make buckwheat cakes and pumpkin pies in case they might 
have to become sex*vants. I j 

One-hundred-fifty members'" of this corps were the first invaders 
of Holland and Belgium. As yet it has not been determined how many, 
have invaded America but we have classic instances of a few of them 
in the recently arrested Grace Buchanan-Dineen, schooled in Berlin, 
“Ma mma” Leonh ardt, founder” of Hie Detroit Bund and mother of a 
purported graduate of Schwanebeck, and .Theresa Behrens, schooled in 
Hungary. Nor should Lily Stein (now serving fweTve^E^eighteen years 
for spying), Lu cy Boe mler and Helen Ma^er he forgotten, for though 
young in years "These espionage agents were old in the ways of the 
Gestapo when they were arrested. 

HOW NAZI “ IDEALS 99 ARE SPREAD 

Though Hitler’s Legion of Mistresses may not be overwhelming 
in its numerical strength, nor confine itself wholly to spying activ-' 
ities, certainly its “advance women” have done a capable job of dif- 
fusing the Reich’s ideals among many German-born youngsters in 
this country. At a review in one of the Gei-man-American Bund camps, 
shortly before Pearl Harbor, a high-minded Nazi lady asked a group of 
youngsters: “And what is your duty to the Fatherland?” To which one 
young girl replied, “To bear ti-ue faith and allegiance to my Fuehrer 
and to be the mother of children for the Third Reich.” Such a reply 
is distressingly reminiscent of the kind a member of the League for 
German Girls might give. • , 

Though three thousand miles away from the Reich, these young- 
sters possessed a keener devotion to the principles of Hitler than many 
of oui* American gix-ls might have had for Uncle Sam undex* similar 
circumstances. Perhaps it was such idolatry which gave Waltei;,Kap£i,e, 
Bund leader and German agent in the U. S. A., the idea of opening a 
school for spies in Philadelphia, which the FBI successfully quashed. 

LEGION WORKS EVERYWHERE 

While the eyes of the world ax-e focused on the glittering military 
might of the various countries engaged in battle, Hitler’s Legion of 
Mistresses goes quietly about its appointed tasks, gathering every con- 
ceivable type of information which may be of some benefit to the 
Reich. It is doubtful if any one of these women has been trained for, 
industrial sabotage as their value does not run in that direction. The 
majority of these shrewd, cunning women are at work in or around 
factories, machine shops, munition plants or shipyards, while many of 
them ply their nefarious trade in bars, restaurants, hotels — even de- 
pax-tment stores, the places where they are most apt to come into con- 
tact with people who are engaged in wax- industx-ies. 

A typical trick of the well-trained enemy agent of this particular 
clique is to work in collaboration with someone far more attractive 
than she is, to divert the attention of the counter-espionage, while the 
real opex-ative, uncomely, graceless an'd homely, goes about the really 
important wox-k unnoticed. 

Francis Biddle, Attorney General of the United States, J. Edgar 
Hoover, Director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and many 
lesser officers of our government warn that our victory depends on 
the vigilance of the American people. It is the duty of every American 
to report suspicious characters to the FBI, even though she (or he) 
may have been in your employ or trust for a number of years. By so 
doing you may well prevent Hitler’s Legion of Mistresses from becom- 
ing his legion of death. '

The Anti-Nazi League makes no 
attempt to deliver final judgment 
on American food problems, or to 
analyze and assess the various 
methods proposed by the Adminis- 
tx-ation, its friends and enemies, to 
deal with -this tremendous phase 
of the war effort. The League’s 
sole intex-est is to point out and 
denounce those who would distort 
and magnify these admittedly 
great problems to a point where 
military and civilian confidence in 
the American government may be 
broken down at a ci-ucial point in 
time of wax*. The League believes 
that the A-mei-ican people are pre- 
pared to make sacrifices in these 
matters, and to make sacrifices 
much gx-eater than they have so fax- 
been called upon, or ax-e likely to 
be asked, to make. 

“No Burden” — Hoover 

It is significant that former 
-PiLQgiiflflB J *. - Herbert Hoover , an ad- 
mitted authority on food matters 
and considered by many to be sym- 
pathetic to the McCox-mick-Gan- 
nett point of view, i-ecently pub- 
lished an article in Collier’s maga- 
zine, entitled “Feed the Starving 
Now,” in which he argued that it 
was px-acticable for America to ex- 
tend immediate and substantial aid 
to all of the starving populations 
of occupied Europe. Such proce- 
dure “will not be burdensome to 
Amex-ican taxpayers,” Mr. Hoover 
argued in the course of his article. 

As to the motives of those who 



raise this “famine” cx-y, the League 
calls attention to the statement of 
West Virginia’s Senator Kilgore, 
printed in the New York Journal 
of Commerce on August 20. Sen- 
ator Kilgore charges that “the di- 
visive, selfish fox-ces of the nation 
have sought to render ineffectual 
evei-y effox-t the government has 
made” to meet the problem of in- 
creased food production. “They 
have,” the Senator continues, “on 
the one hand shouted ‘regimenta- 
tion’ when necessary restrictive 
controls wex-e invoked, and on the 
other hand have screamed that 
nothing is being done when con- 
ti-ols have been relaxed.” Concern- 
ing the “food conference” which 
Fx-ank Gannett has been attempting 
to call, thus far without success, 

Senator Kilgore says: “There will 
be no constx-uctive practical sug- 
gestions. There will be much de- „ 

structive and derisive ^criticism. ^ he pux-cliased. 
Our government will, if possible, ‘ 
be torn asunder on these platforms 
and our Allies will be the butt of 
demagogic charges.” 

As a final answer to the Smith, 

Kamp, Gannett, McCormick, Pat- 



terson combine, in the stridency 
and volume of whose utterances 
can be detected no present note of 
malnutrition, the League cites the 
quarterly Lend-Lease x-eport to 
Congress by President Roosevelt. 
The President ti-aces current dom- 
estic food shortages to increased 
consumption by the ax-nied forces 
and civilians, and states that they 
are not due to any appx-eciable ex- 
tent to Lend-Lease shipments 
abroad.

THE NEW “FAMINE” PROPAGANDA LINE combines 
a vicious attack on our government with a clever under- 
mining of the whole war purposes of the United Nations. 

“Americans are going hungry,” cries the CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, typical exponent of this new attack on our 
fighting unity, while the government takes our food “to 
give it away to other- nations.” 

At (1). above, appears a 52-page pamphlet on heavy 
paper with a two-color cover job, issued in huge quantities 
by Joseph P. Kamp’s “Constitutiona l JB.dirca^.i gnal League,” 
an orgarmariwrTTrentioned in tfTe recent FecIeraTGrand 
Jury indictments naming Viereck, Pelley and other alleged 
seditionists as defendants. 

- (2). is the front cover of Gerald L. K. Smith’s CROSS 
AND THE FLAG (publication mentioned in the 1942 sedi- 
tion indictments), which seems to get the honor of having 
fired the first journalistic shot in the “famine” campaign. 

Frank Gannett, isolationist politician-publisher who has 



been trying to get up a national conference on “the food 
crisis” likes headlines such as that from his Rochester 
TIMES UNION, seen at (3) above. 

(4) is a typical excerpt from a Gannett news release 
recently sent to leading members of Congress and to the 
press. 

Items (5) and (6) show how Col. McCormick’s CHICA- 
GO TRIBUNE has come loyally to the support of Messrs. 
Kamp, Smith and Gannett, while the isolationist New 
York DAILY NEWS does its part through cartoons part- 
ly visible at (7) and (8). 

THE GAELIC AMERICAN headline (9)-, shows how the 
Coughlinite press develops this same motif, while (10) is 
an excerpt from Fr an k Raukei^s G REEN MOUNTAIN- 
EER, one of the mimeographed “die-hard'' sheets pub- 
lished- ever since pre-Pearl Harbor days. 

Even the READER’S DIGEST seems to have succumbed 
to the same idea — temporarily, we trust — judging from 



the titles of the two lead articles in their August 194S 
issue (11). 

A thought commonly combined with the “Famine Scare” 
is dramatically illustrated in the CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
editorial at (6), blaming the “famine” upon Lend-Lease 
and help to our Allies, particularly Great Britain and 
Russia. 

“Butter for Americans First” was one of the slogans 
displayed on posters carried in- a Convention Hall parade 
at the recent organization meeting of the “America First”' 
Party. See portion of their own news release on this, 
at (12). The same approach (“Feed the World and Starve 
America?”) is featured in Gerald L. K. Smith’s August 
CROSS AND THE FLAG, in. an article attacking Gover- 
nor Lehman’s Office of Foreign Relief and Rehabilitation. 
See (13). 

Thus the cry of “Famine!” is conjured up to replace the 
exploded isolationist propaganda of 1942. 
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League Officials 
it Cox Probe 

1 Professor James H. Sheldon, Ad- 
ministrative Chairman of the Anti- 
Hazi League testified on August 
19 before the Select Congressional 
Committee investigating the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, 
popularly known as the Cox Com- 
mittee, at hearings in the ' Federal. 
CSUrtfibuse in New York City. In 
answer to the Committee’s sub- 
poena, information was offered 
regarding the League’s origins, 
aims and methods. 

Mr. Sheldon, under questioning 
by Eugene L.- G arey of New York, 
Comtmttee Counsel, stated that the 
League maintains a small staff of 
• investigators to- check charges or 
indications of disloyal conduct, and 
that when these investigations 
prove fruitful, the persons investi- 
gated are usually reported to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
or the Foreign Funds Control Unit 
of the Treasury. Data from the 
League’s files, he added, has been 
supplied on request to the investi- 
gating branches of the Army, 
Navy, and Coast Guard, to various 
municipal authorities, the U. S. 
Secret Service, the FCC and the 
Office of War Information. 

With regard to one of the 
League’s investigators, whose name 
had been brought briefly before the 
Committee, Mr. Sheldon emphasiz- 
ed the necessity of giving the ut- 
most possible protection to men 
and women on whose work our se- 
curity in part depends. It -was 
pointed out that a Cox Committee 
employee, calling at the League’s 
offices and asking for the investi- 
gator in question, refused to give 
his name or show his credentials. 
Under such circumstances the 
League could give him no assist- 
ance, although it, of course, offers 
the Cox Committee the same co- 
operation extended to other gov- 
ernment agencies.
